Despite strong. opposition by left- 
wing Ministers, the Israeli Cabinet on

Board of Guardians’ 
Latest Venture

What was described as * the biggest 

adventure ever embarked upon by the 

Board of Guardians” was discussed 

at a meeting of the Board held at 


74a Charlotte Street, W.1, last week. 
Mr. Justice Karminski, President of 


the Board, presided. 


The “adventure” referred to is the 
forthcoming establishment in Hemel 
Hempstead of the Rosetta and Morton 
Joseph Home for old people, in 
accordance with the terms of the 
Maitland Joseph Bequest. Instead of, 
as is the custom, taking over and 
adapting an existing building, the 
Board is to construct this particular 
establishment “from scratch.” It will 
comprise several units designed to 


provide accommodation for different | 


categories of old people. 
The first unit, the site for which. is 
shortly to be purchased for £70,000, 


Nine 


will consist of a number of flatlets 
surrounding a central home or hostel, 
Mr. Franklin, who is Chairman of 


_ the Board’s Centenary Appeal Com- 


mittee, announced that the Appeal 
would be officially. launched the 


annual meeting of contributors, to be. 


held in June. It was hoped that half 
a million pounds would be raised, 
he said, since the Board was already 
losing £30,000 each year, and could 
not afford to continue in this manner 
indefinitely.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


ABBAT- 


HE designation of naw 
given to the last Sabbath 
before Passover appears to be 
of comparatively late origin. No 


reason is given for it in Talmudic 
or Midrashic sources; the earliest | 


explanation of the term we find 
only in the “Siddur” of Rashi, 
who flourished in the second half of 
the eleventh: century. The Sabbath, 
according to that source, is called 
“the great one” because of the 
great “miracle” which happened 
on the Sabbath immediately pre- 
ceding the Exodus from Egypt. 
Oral tradition has it that the day 
of the week on which the historic 
exodus took place was a Thursday ; 
that was the fifteenth of Nisan. 
Before that, scripture tells us, 
Israel was bidden “ to take to them, 
on the tenth of this month (i.e., on 
the Sabbath preceding), every man 
a lamb...” and to “keep it until 
the fourteenth day of the same 


month” when it ‘was to be sacri- 


ficed as. the first Paschal offering 
(Exodus xii, 3f). That tenth of 
Nisan became consequently the 
turning-point in the history of 
Israel's enslavement to Egypt. 


BY fulfilling the Divine command 

on that Sabbath the Israelites 
were given 
publicly their 
spiritual self-liberation from the 
culture of their oppressors. By 
daring at the risk of their lives (see 
Exodus viii, 22) to lead the sacred 


animals of Egypt in solemn pro- 


cession as intended offerings to the 


Almighty God of their fathers, the — 
‘Israelites 


executed, an act. of 
supreme  self-emancipation which 
removed the last and most 
important obstacle to their 
complete redemption, Only after 
such fearless .demonstration of 
where their true allegiance lay 


could the full redemption come to 
pass. 


The. Sabbath before. the 
Exodus thus ‘truly became a 
Sabbath of greatness for the Jewish 
people: on it the descendants of 
the Patriarchs rose to their true 
stature, as a people that possessed 
within it the power of challenging 
once and for all the universal 
power of the gods of paganism.-

success of their political leaders in 
establishing truly democratic States. 
in both countries great efforts had 
been made to give the Jewish citizens 
security and equality, but reports 
indicated that there was a tendency to 
control Jewish institutions and Jewish 
communal life. 

In a free State all racial or religious 
minorities must be allowed a large 
degree of organisational independence, 
and they hoped that the Governments 
would be guided by the status of 
Jewish communities in countries such 
as Britain. In new States patience 
must be displayed on both sides, and 
he hoped that sympathy and con- 


sideration would be shown fo. the 


aspirations of the Jewish communities 
in those countries. 


Problem of Integration 


If the tendency towards what was 
called “integration was followed, it 
would be difficult for the Jewish com- 
munities in Tunisia and Morocco to 

maintain those welfare and educa- 
tional institutions which were normal 
to Jewish communities in a democratic 
set-up. 

He hoped that these 
Governments would not regard his 
statements as critical, but as expres- 
sions of hope that the resolution. of 
their problems would not involve 
hardship. and injustices for their 
Jewish citizens. | 

Mr. Maurice Edelman, M-P., in 
reporting on the work of the Associa- 
tion's Foreign Affairs Committee, of 
which he' is Chairman, also. referred 
to the North African Jewish sitwation. 

He said: “ Those North Africans 
today who are very rightly invoking 
liberal principles of the world in order 


to secure their own rights, should bear 


in mind that, if they want to benefit 
from the invocation of. these prin- 
ciples, they should make sure. that. 
they do not deny human rights to any 


minorities. | feel that Morocco would 


be in a much stronger. position to 
invoke the Declaration of Human 
Rights if they would treat their Jewrsh 
minority with the respect to. which 
Jews as indjviduals are entitled, 

“The first practical demonstration 
which they can give of liberal prin- 
‘ciples is to make sure that these Jews 
who wish to. emigrate should, forth- 
with, be given the right to do so.”

Whether Western Germany should 
be rearmed and whether Jews should 
trade with her were two questions put 
to the panel at a brains trust held 
jJast week at the Hendon Reform Syna- 
gogue, Danescroft- Avenue, N.W.4. 
Mr. M. I. Simons was the question- 
master. | 

Mr. David. Weitzman, Q.C., M.P., 
and Mr. Janus Cohen both agreed that 
Germany should not be rearmed. Mr, 
Weitzman said that “two wars have 
proved that Germany is quite unfit 
to be trusted with any arms.” | 

Dr. E. 8, Conway, the Principal of 
the Norwood Orphanage, said that the 
problem must be considered indepen- 


dently of past events. -He felt it would 


be unwise to allow Germany to rearm 
now, as it would add to the arms race. 

On, the question of trade with Ger- 
many, Mr. Justice Karminski, saying 
that it was a matter largely of seriti- 
ment, confessed that he would not at 
present “ go for a holiday to Germany 
or buy a German car.” It was a 
natural reaction, he said, but the time 
must come when there would be much 


trade between Jew and German, Mr. 


WESTERN GERMANY 


Weitzman suggested that the fecling 
Jews had towards Germany would die 


with the development of and additions 
to the Jewish firms now operating in. 
Germany, 


Replying to the- question: “Are 
the. desire to. hide our Jewish- 
ness and/or the grasping demands of 
Jewish girls contributory factors in 
intermarriage ?” Dr. Conway said that 
intermarriage was almost. inevitable 
where there was a free social contact. 
It was often a “reflection on the 
antagonism of the child towards his 
or her parents.” On the surface the 
home appeared to be a happy one, 
but the parents did not understand the 
child. “Where children are really 
understood they would rather remain 
unmarried than cause hardship to 
‘their parents,” 

Mr. Justice Karminski thought 
Jewish girls were not more demanding 
than other girls. . He believed that 
there was nothing one could do about 
intermarriage. Jewish children should 
be brought up to understand their 
heritage, said Mr. Cohen, and the. 
harmful effect that would ensue from 
the breaking of the chain of Jewish 
continuity.

Part of Hebrew University

A. description of the magnificent 
new building which is being estab- 
lished. in Jerusalem to house the 
Jewish National and — University 
Library was given by its Director, 
Dr. Curt Wormann, when he 
addressed a meeting of the Friends 


of the Hebrew University of Jeru- 


salem, at 237 Baker Street, N.W.1, 
last week. Professor Norman Bent- 
wich, O.B.E., 
Friends, presided, . 

The University. Library, said Dr. 
Wormann, was unique In that it was 
a lending-library, serving not only 
the students but also the . general 
public Of Israel, Jews, non-Jews, 
and Arabs alike. Its purpose was, in 
fact, to promote cultural values in 
isracl, and to give the public the 
opportunity for private study and 
setf-education, 

At present, added Dr. Wormann, 
the library was scattered throughout 
Jerusalem, premises divided 
hetween different buildings. 
t'nfortunately, half a million of its 
books were éxiled ‘in’ the’ original

Council’s Objection 
Overruled

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government: has swept aside objec- 
tions: by Willesden Borough Council 
and ‘has given his blessing. to the 
building by. Willesden, Synagogue of 
a communal hall and classrooms 
adjacent to. the synagogue. 
His decision follows a public inquiry 
in December when the synagogue 
appealed against. the Council's 
decision not to grant planning. per- 
mission for the hall unless residential 
accommodation - provided to 
replace two. houses belonging to the 
‘synagogue which would have to be 
demolished to make room for the new 
building. 

For some time Willesden Synagogue 
authorities, with the help of the United 
Synagogue, have been trying to get 
the hall and classrooms erected. 
Various projects were put forward. 
One was the demolition of the two 
houses in Brondesbury Park. In ‘this 
case, the local authority would only 
agree if residential accommodation to 
replace the removed houses was built. 
But this proved to be too costly a 
condition for the synagogue.” So “it 
was decided to try to get permission 
to build on land behind the syna- 
Zogue, a smaller communal hall with 
Classrooms below. That application 
was approved by the planning 
authority, but “before “work “could be 
started on the cite. there were repre- 
sentations to the Borough Council by 
near-by residents against the building 
of the hall on this land. 

Che Borough Council decided then 
to seek revocation of their planning 
consent. 
decided to appeal against this and also 
against the Council's original decision 
regarding Brondesbury Park. The 
Minister has allowed the revocation. 

After giving careful consideration to 
the appeals, the Minister decided that 
the synagogue can build its hall in 
Brondesbury Park without replacing

Gift of East End Synagogue

An “historic occasion” was how 
the Chief Rabbi described the pre- 
sentation at the. Nelson Street 
Sphardish Synagogue, E.1, on 
Monday, two Sifrei Torah and 100 
guineas ‘the Supreme Religious 
Centre, Secumiiea by the Sons of 
Britchan Synagogue—a Federation 
Synagogue (which is now amalga- 
mated with the Nelson Street 
Sphardish Synagogue), 

The presentation was made to Mr. 
Isaac Wolfson, a generous benefactor 
of the Supreme Religious Centre, by 
Mr. H. Oberman, Treasurer, and Mr. 
P. Nussbaum, Life-President, of the 
Nelson Street. Sphardish Synagogue. 

The service was conducted by. the 
Chief Rabbi, Rabbi J. Szpetman (the 
Rav of the Synagogue), and the Rey. 
1). Josovie. 

Rabbi Szpetman recalled that when 
he visited Israel four years ago he 
met Mr. Isaac Wolfson and that he 
had asked the Chief Rabbi, Dr... 1. 
Herzog, to accept two Sifrei Torah 
from them, 


“ Personal Status ” 


“Some of us.” said the Chief 


Rabbi, “area little perturbed because 


of a spirit which seems to be growing 


throughout.

‘From that point. of view,” the 
Chief Rabbi continued, “it is’ only 
the Chief Rabbinate in the Centre 
which would be the authority to 
decide who is a Jew and who is not

The Chief Rabbi recalled that a 
few years ago he attended a special 
service in that synagogue to present 


Sifret Torah to the land and te 
people of Isracl. It was in that part 
of London that the great Zionist 
leaders found their most enthusiastic 
Support, and it was appropriate that 
soon after the State came into 
existence Sifrei Torah should, from 
that shool-—situated in the heart of 
the East End—be presented to the 
Land of Israel as a symbol of loyalty 
and attachment to it. — 

Mr. Wolfson announced that after 
nearly five “years of building, the 
Religious Centre would be conse- 
crated and dedicated on May 8. 

Before the Service, Mr. J. Weisz 
(President of the Synagogue) unveiled 
a tablet commemorating the amalga- 
mation.

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SHECHITA BOARD'S 
RESOLUTION 


Supply of Meat Now 
Guaranteed 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The London Board for Shechita 
passed a resolution on Wednesday that 
was intended to prevent any recur- 
rence of circumstances that recently 
arose regarding the refusal of two 
wholesalers to pay differential fees at 
Birkenhead, 

The two wholesalers were Harrie 
and Sol Polak Ltd. and Boothman and 
Caplan Ltd. Mr. Polak had refused 
to pay these fess, and there was at one 
time a possibility of a kesher meat 
shortage in London. However, the 
Board -wus informed by the President, 
Mr. A. Boxer, that Mr. Caplan had 
continued to pay these fees and was 


at the same time performing shechita 
for Mr. Polak. 


The resolution, which, in effect, is a | 


new regulation by the Board, now 
insists that licensees of wholesale meat 
shall provide a minimum of kosher 
meat each week throughout the year, 
and. that. they Shall pay a deposit to 
the Board to. cover the fees of the 
guaranteed weekly minimum shechita. 

A further resolution was that the 
non-payment of shechita fees by a 
wholesaler is detrimental to the 
interests of the Board. This means 
that under the conditions of licences 
any such action by a wholesaler could 
result. in’ the Board considering 


revoking a licence.

One of the best-known figures in 
the history of the Yiddish theatre in 
this country, Mme Fanny Waxman, 
died in London last Friday after a 


long iliness. 

Mme Waxman, who was 80 years 
of age, came with her parents to 
jondon from 
Poland when she 
was still a child. 
Her father was 
4 chazan, who 
.erved for Many 
years the Plotz- 
Ler Congregation 
in Commercial 
Road. Fanny im 
herited musical 
talents from him, 
and when ne 
more. thah.~ 32 
vears. old She 
joined the chorus 
of a Yiddish opera 


From an early 
portrait 
company,. performing at the hall in 
Vine Court which later became a 


synagogue. Another member of the 
chorus was her elder brother (the late 
\Mtorns D. Waxman) who was to 
hecome as famous in the theatre as 
his sister. | 

Fanny's first operatic rdle came 


after only a few months of chorus 


work—-she stepped into the part of 
Queen Esther in “ Ahasuerus ” when 
‘he jeading songstress failed to appear 
one night and, after that, continued 
for several years as prima donna. 
After a tour of the provinces she 
appeared with her brother at the 
Siindard Theatre, Shoreditch (later 


called the Olympia), in a series. of 


matinee dramas, and she followed this 


‘being Ophelia. to 


‘MME FANNY WAXMAN _ 


with performances at the Whitechapel 
Pavilion—in the famous pantomimes 
at that theatre. This was all before 
the turn of the century, — 

_ In 1895 Miss Waxman married Mr. 
Nathan Blumenthal, who later joined 
a company headed by his wife and her 
brother in a managerial capacity, 
They played several theatrical seasons 
in South Africa. After their return 
to England occasional Yiddish per- 
formances were given at the Pavilion, 
but for a few years a tour of music- 


halls in London and the provinces 


(beginning with the Paragon, Mile 


End) was made with sketches in 
English. 
~ The Pavilion became a more 


permanent home of the Yiddish drama 
in 1905. Mme Waxman filled the 
leading feminine rdle there many 
popular productions, playing opposite 


Jacob. Adler in “The Jewish King 


Lear” and other Gordin dramas, 
Thomashevsky 
Hamlet, Desdemona to Fineman’s 
Othello, and Moscovitch’s leading lady 
in a number of plays. 3 
Tours were made to South America, 


‘Russia and Poland, Germany and 


Switzerland, Belgium and France. 


‘With the death in 1930 of her hus- 


band, and manager, Mme Waxman 
retired for some years from. the 


stage, but in 1936 she founded the 


Jewish National Theatre in the butid- 
ing (now Adler House) occupied by 
the Grand Order of Israel in Adler 
Street. She managed this theatre until 
the. outbreak of the war, and herself 
appeared in some of the productions. 
The Adler Street venture was her last. 

She is survived by two sons and a 
daughter.

Radio Commentator’s 
Assessment

HAMBURG 
“Our Jewish Fellow-Citizens was 
the title of a special three-and-a-half- 
hour programme broadcast by North- 


West German Radio here last week. 


It described the persecution of Jews 


during the Nazi régime, the indemni- 
fication programme, the reparations 


pact with Israel, the relations between 
Germany and Israel, and, finally, the 
antisemitic tendencies in present-day 
West Germany. 

The programme was the most com- 
prehensive ever broadcast by a West 
German radio station. After recalling 
the persecution of Jews during the 
Nazi régime the programme was inter- 
rupted for a minute’s silence ‘to 
honour the Jewish martyrs. 


Listeners’ Letters 


The commentator quoted from a 
number. of letters on indemnification 
received from listeners after an earlier 
programme. Most of the letters, he 
said, had been openly antisemitic. He 
went on to state that antisemitism 
was still much in evidence in the 
Federal Republic. Apart from overt 
anti-Jewish manifestations which 


occurred from time to time, between 


25 and 34 per cent of Germans ques- 
tioned during opinion surveys in the 
recent past had openly voiced their 


antisemitic feeling. On the other 
hand, an increasing number of sincere 
German democrats were. making 


strong efforts to achieve a German- 
Jewish reconciliation and to suppress 
and remove antisemitism in the 
Federal German Republic. 


It was gratifying to note, the com- 
_mentator added, that the young Ger- 


man . generation, especially school- 
children, sharply rejected racial 


- prejudice and hatred and were willing 


to create a new basis of understand- 
ing and co-operation with the Jewish 
people. ,

Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, whose views are 
notoriously different from those of 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, has “ insisted,” as 
we recorded fast week in the 
report on the meeting of the 
Zionist General Council (Actions 


Committee) in Jerusalem, “that 


the Zionist Movement must 
educate itself to become _ the 
instrument for making the Jewish 
people co-responsible with Israel in 
the building of the State.” He 


asked for “a real partnership” - 


between Israel and the Jewish 


people, the relations between whom 


he declared to be the main problem 


of Israel’s foreign policy, Over-_ 


topping Dr. Goldmann, and in fact 
completing the’ unspoken _ thesis 
almost that exists im his remarks, 
Mr. Yitzhak Raphael, the 


Hapoel Hamizrachi Party and a 


Member of the. Knesset, at a later 
session of the same. gathering, 
caused. sensation by putting 
forward a_ ten-point . programme 
which, if it has nothing else, has 


the merit of unambiguity. To say, 
with. our Jerusalem correspondent 


this week, that the proposals, if 
adopted. would have given the 
Zionist’ Movement a status with. 


‘the Government is to put it mildly. 


The Zionist Movement, especially 


through the instrumentality of the 


Jewish Agency, which has a “ con- 
with the Israeli. Govern- 
ment, has long had a “ status ” with 
that Government.. What Mr. 
Raphael and many of his faction 
advanced was a much bolder pro- 
gramme ; among the proposals was 
a revived one for Dr, Goldmann, 


as President of the World. Zionist 


Organisation, to sit at Government 
meetings in an advisory capacity, 
and, more, that Zionist federations 
in each country should “ receive 
instructions the Israeli 
Foreign Ministry or work in close 
consultation and harmony with it 


and with Israel’s diplomats abroad 
to further Israel’s political aims.” 


This is another, and larger, facet 
of the conflict thrown into relief 
at the present time by. the quarrels 
between the two branches, Rightist 
and Leftist, of the General Zionists 
in the Diaspora. Those protracted 
quarrels—and the reminder by the 
Federation of Women Zionists ‘at 


- their conference in London that 


they at least eschewed political 
affiliations of any kind—served the 


purpose of demonstrating the 


cleavage in Zionist thought on the 
whole problem of Diaspora rela- 
tions with Israel. To put it simply, 
there are two opposing factions in 
Zionism today: the one believing 
that the best interests of all are 
served by Diaspora Zionists reject- 
ing any close ‘political affiliation 
with particular parties in Israel, and 
the other, that, short of settling in 
Israel oneself, the best support is 
given by active adherence to a 
counterpart in — the 


Israel. From this latter position 
to Mr. Raphael’s scheme, although 
it may be more extreme than Dr. 
Goldmann’s personal views, is an 
easy jump. | 
But it is a dangerous jump, with 


‘extraordinary implications. Accept- 


ance of such a plan would have 
meant for Jews in many countries 
the explicit surrender of all that 


they had fought for in the past 


¢entury or longer in the way of 
emancipation and equal rights as 
gitizens. How, for example, could 
@ territorial Zionist federation, no 
matter how strong its sympathy for 
Israel (which is self-evident) and 
how enthusiastic its efforts on that 


State's behalf, surrender its inde-. 


= to the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry ? What influence would 
guch a “ guided” body, known to 
be so guided, have on political and 
governmental or even only public 
pinion in its Own country ? And 
bow, to move to the Israeli side, 
could a sovereign Government 
edmit to its closest meetings as a 
gegular feature what amounts, in 
@ strictly formal interpretation, to 


a stranger ? Consultation on a 


high level from time to time is 


obviously permissible, but is Israel 
likely to admit Dr. Goldmann to 
a “Privy Council” status? To 


ask these questions is to answer 


them. 


The fact that the matter has for 
the time being been resolved at the 
Actions Committee meeting on a 
basis of compromise does not 
absolve us from studying carefully 
the proposals. There is always the 


risk that they might again be raised, 
especially as the related problem 


of “ political party” alignment in 
the Diaspora is as far from being 
settled as ever. It is important, 
however, to bear in mind the 
reasons for such proposals, far- 
fetched though they may be, and 
the circumstances which give rise 
to them. They have their roots 
in the ‘continuing crisis of the 
Israeli position, both political and 
economic. For these reasons, the 
appeal in the compromise resolu- 
tion may be welcomed for the 
invigoration of the co-ordinating 
committee, which was set up long 
ago with the Israeli Government, to 
enable the Jewish Agency to 


enliven interest in the Diaspora and 


encourage even more help in its 


designated fields.of immigration, 
funds, etc., in this important. year. 


REMEMBERING 


IT is just a quarter of a century — 


since Hitler officially initiated his 
deliberate, cold-blooded pro- 
gramme of wiping out the. Jewish 
people. On April 1, 1933, . he 
proclaimed the boycott. of Jewish 
shops, businesses, and professions 
—the first step in the martyrdom 
of German Jewry and finally of 
millions of other Jews outside 
Germany. . This quarter of a 


. century has been characterised by 
a disregard for human life and. 


values surpassing in ruthlessness 
even the vilest deeds of the Dark 


Ages or earlier. For Jews it has 


been in its intensity. perhaps the 
most terrible period in their long 
and tragic history. 


The boycott of Jews in Germany 


was carried out with traditional 


German thoroughness. It fulfilled 
the most sinister dreams of Julius 


Streicher, the arch-enemy of the. 


Jewish people and the master-mind 
behind this diabolical campaign, At 
a given signal, thousands of Storm- 
troopers, aided and abetted by the 


police, took up their stand outside: 


Jewish shops all over Germany, 


driving away customers. Jewish 


doctors found themselves no longer 
able to carry on their practice and 
Jewish judges and lawyers to follow 
their professions. Any Germans 
daring to enter a Jewish shop— 
there were a few who did—were 


immediately branded as “ enemies 


of the State.” The yellow badge 


_used in the Middle Ages to dis- 


honour the Jews was revived on all 
Jewish shops and on the name- 
plates of Jewish professional men. 
At the same time there took place 
a wholesale dismissal of Jewish 


officials, professors, and teachers, 


and discriminatory measures were 
enforced against Jewish students 
and children in the schools. 


While in Berlin the process of 


economic ruin was at first con- 
ducted without physical assault on 
the victims, in the provinces more 


brutal methods were used. . Thus — 


outrage followed on outrage, and 


the German people, in their blind 


servility to Hitler, became co- 


partners in this most shockingly — 


inhuman act of destruction. in 


complete disregard of protests from 


the civilised world. 


How all this finished is only too 
well Known: the deportations, the 
gas-chambers, the burnings, the 
shootings and bludgeonings, the 
mass graves. Although the horror 
has passed and much has been 
forgotten, there are still thousands 
of survivors, many of them now 
living in London, who will never 
forget—especially when they see 
the irremovably tattooed number 
on their forearm, All over the 


world, in Israel and elsewhere, 


there are those who will not cease 
to mourn their nearest and dearest, 
lost as a result of the barbaric 


destruction set in motion in Berlin | | 


on April 1, twenty-five years ago. 


And what of Germany itself? 
Officially the guilt has been. 


admitted. To his great credit, Dr. 


Adenauer, with a handful. of | 


advisers and with the limited 


support of a number of religious 
leaders, prevailed upon a partly 
unwilling, partly apathetic people to 
undertake at least the obligation to 
make material amends for the Nazi 
crimes and pay restitution to those 
who have survived. Among the 
older generation of Germans, many 
of whom had profited by the anti- 


Jewish boycott and all that. 
followed, the reluctance to admit 


guilt has been one of the most 
disillusioning aspects of 


dreadful affair. On other 


hand, it is more gratifying, as we 
reflect upon these terrible events, 
to learn that some of the younger 
Germans, when they hear the truth 
of what Hitler did to the Jewish 
people, admit to Germany's shame 
and show welcome feelings of 
remorse, 


BIBLICAL STUDIES 


Tuts year marks the centenary of 
the birth of Claude Montefiore, and 
no more appropriate tribute to his 
memory could have been arranged 
by the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, 


of which he was illustrious 
founder, than the delivery of a 


commemorative lecture on the 
subject of the Hebrew Bible. In 


the field of Biblical studies he was 


a. pioneer atnong Anglo-Jewish 
scholars. A tremendous impres- 
sion was made when in 1892 he 
delivered the Hibbert Lectures on 
the “Origin and Development of 
the Religion of the Ancient 
Hebrews:” Then in 1896 and 
1899: he edited the Scriptures with 
critical and appreciative comments 
in his “ Bible for Home Reading,” 
of which his interpretation of the 
Book of Psalms in particular had 


a widespread influence on religious 


thought. .One of his last books— 


published in 1936, less than two. 


years before his death—was 
entitled “ A Short Devotional Intro- 
duction to the Hebrew Bible for 
the Use of Jews and Jewesses.”’. 
Many of the views to. which he 
gave utterance in these publications 
did not commend themselves to 


Orthodox opinion,. but it was 


generally recognised that he was 
blazing a new trail in showing the 
opportunities. open to  Anglo- 
Jewish scholars to make their own 


distinctive contribution to the. 
modern study of the Bible. The 


commemoration lecture by Profes- 
sor D. Winton Thomas, Regius Pro- 
fessor of Hebrew at Cambridge 
University, bore the significant title 
of “ The Hebrew Bible since Claude 
Montefiore.” As the lecturer so 
fascinatingly 
study of the Hebrew Bible has now 
become revolutionised by the 
amazing progress of archzological 
research in the Middle East.. Yet 
our debt remains no less real to 
the scholars of an earlier generation 
and, together with Claude Monte- 
fiore, we are reminded of his 
friends and collaborators such as 
Solomon Schechter and _ Israel 
Abrahams. The best tribute we can 


pay to their honoured memory is 


to give greater encouragement to 
the fostering of Biblical studies, 


which even yet have not secured. 
their rightful place of eminence in’ 


the curriculum of our cultural and 
educational institutions. |

But the fact remains that socially, 
and occasionally in the allocation 
of employment, dark-skinned. Jews 
are subjected to discriminatory 
treatment. The optimists say that 
the problem will be resolved in a 
couple of generations, that the 
schools and the army will provide 


- the melting pot from which the. 


new Israel, free from prejudice, 
will. emerge. They may be. right. 
But meanwhile the danger remains 
of Israel becoming a country with 
two separate nations—one white, 
the other coloured. 


Insular Youth | 


Equally disturbing is the insul- 


arity of the Israeli youth, whose 
main contact with the outside world 


appears to be the Hollywood film 
and the American magazine, of- 


which there is an abundance in 
Israel. -Because of the high cost of 
travel abroad for Israelis, the out- 
side world is within reach only of 
the privileged few. It is a problem 


that appears to have no solution, 


at least not until peace and stability 
come to the Middle East. 


The question of peace is, of. 


course, uppermost in the minds. of

no longer disputed, and the belief 
in the efficacy of administrative 
measures has been discarded. The 


 getardation of Oriental children vas 


been proved in a numbe of 


research projects carried oul on 


behalf of the Henrietta Szold Insti- 


tute of Jerusalem. The most com- 


prehensive statistical survey was 


made by Dr. Moshe Smilanski, and 


its. results were published jn the July 
number of _Mpacamort, the Child 
Welfare Research Quarterly issued 
by the Henrietta Szold Foundation 
for child and youth welfare. More 
recent researches of other teachers 
tend to corroborate Dr. Smilanski's 
findings. 

The retardation of Oriental chil- 
dren * is reflected in the following 
facts, which were established as the 
result of comprehensive research 
into the scholastic careers of 
Oriental children: 


Asiatic and African immigrants 


About. 54..per.cent.of children 
whose parents are immigrants from 
Asiatic and African countries 
(excluding, of course, South Africa) 
show unsatisfactory school records 
and cannot, on the strength of their 
scholastic attainments, be moved to 
higher classes. | 

(2) Though these children repre- 
sent about 52 per cent of the age 
groups in the upper classes of 
primary schools, in actual fact they 
form only 32 per cent of the total 
school population in the last two 
forms of the primary school. This 
reveals a serious problem of early 


leaving, which is largely believed to. 


be the result of the fact that these 
children cannot derive sufficient

countries but also those born of Oriental

(3) The representation of Oriental 
children in. post-primary schools 
stands in no relation to their actual 
numerical strength. Though they 
represent 55 per cent of the post- 
‘primary school age groups, only 22 
per cent receive’ a post-primary 


education of any kind, and only 


7.8 per cent. are educated in schools 
which may be regarded as the 
Israeli.. counterparts of English 
Grammar. Schools, 


Cultural Retardation ” 


(4) Their representation in insti- 
tutes of higher education 1s smaller 
still. Five per cent study at. the 
Hebrew University and 3.2 per cent 
at the Haifa Technion. What lies 
at the root of these facts? Dr. 
Arye Simon; an inspector of 
primary schools, believes that “ the 
scholastic failures of Oriental cil- 
dren stem from the cultural retarda- 
tion of the Oriental family, which is 
inherent. in. its rigid . patriarchal 
structure.” More explicit are the 
surmises of other writers who 
believe that “the limited. powers 
of expression and vocabulary of 
Oriental children are the result of 
the fact that communication is not 
encouraged jin Oriental families. 
This fact leads to a diminution of 
the children’s powers of abstract 
thinking, which is particularly 
noticeable from the third to the 
sixth and seventh year of the 
primary school. .. . The child from 
is not encouraged at 
home to ask questions. Maybe he 
gives up asking questions in view 
‘of the unsatisfactory answers he 
receives. His intellectual curiosity 
is not awakened and so he does not 
realise that the question is an 
important instrument for _ the 
acquisition of knowledge.- Without 
being offered any explanations for 


the various phenomena of his 


economic 


surroundings, and without his atten- 
tion being drawn to them, he passes 


them by almost unawares, and. in 
any case does not form a. clear 
picture of them.” 

Other teachers see in the chil- 
dren’s. unfavourable social and 
conditions the. main 
source of their educational retarda- 
tion, and reject the assumption that 
their scholastic failures are. the 
result of a lower intelligence 
quotient: However this may be, it 
is a fact that environmental condi- 
tions are not susceptible to quick 
change, and so it is natural that the 
immediate solution of the problem 
under discussion envisaged by the 
education authorities lies in~ the 
adoption of a series of educational 


‘measures 


(1) In view of the educational 


. handicap of the Oriental child when 


entering school, it is suggested that 
the kindergarten age ve lowered by 


two years, that jis to say, that 


Oriental. children should _ be 
admitted at the age of three years 
to State-maintained kindergartens, 
where. they will receive an early 
training at the hands of qualified 
nursery teachers. 


Adapting Methods 


(2) The methods of instruction at. 


primary schools.must be adapted to 
the needs of Oriental children. The 
frontal lesson directed to the class 
as a whole should be superseded by 
“ teaching in sets,” according to the 
abilities and aptitudes of individual 
groups of children. | 
_ (3) The transition from primary 
to secondary schools should be 


made easier by the introduction of 


an additional school year after the 
completion of the primary school 
cours. 

(4) Retarded children should be 


' coached jn after-school hours and 


encouraged to do their homework 
at school under the supervision of 
trained teachers. 

The large-scale adoption of such 
measures will undoubtedly impose 
a heavy financial burden on Israeli 
education, which already suffers 
from a chronic lack of funds. The

Orthodox Groups’ 


Anxiety

HARP disunity in the ranks of 

. American Jewry 

Humane Slaughter Bill, now 
before Congress, manifested. itself 
during the recent discussion of the 
Bill in the House of Representa- 
tives. The Bill, as adopted by the 
House with a few dissentients, con- 
tains a section. which 
shechita as a humane method of 
slaughter. 

The Bill, including the “ Jewish 
amendment,’ was opposed by. the 
Orthodox elements, specifically by 
the Rabbinical Council. of America 
and the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations of America. It was 
supported by the Rabbinical 
Assembly of America (Conserva- 
tive rabbis), the United Synagogues 
of America (Conservative congre- 
gations), the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis (Reform), the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations 
leading national organisations such 
as the American Jewish Congress, 
the American Jewish Committee, 
and others. 


. Senators to be Approached 


Thus, only the Orthodox groups 
fought against the Bill and are still. 


planning to carry their fight against 


it in the Senate when it comes up 
for debate there. Actually, 
struggle put up by the Orthodox 
groups, was very ineffective: For 
one thing, it was poorly organised 
and came too late—a few Ortho- 
dox rabbis went to Washington on 
the. eve of the .debate. and 
approached some members — of 


Congress. For another thing; there 


was no unanimity in Orthodox 


ranks; some felt they ought to 


accept. the “Jewish amendment ” 
on the grounds of its giving suffi- 
cient protection to shechita. 

After passage in the House, the 
Bill was referred to the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture, which 
is expected to hold hearings in the 
near future and bring up the Bill 
in the Senate some time in the 
spring or early summer. 


of the President's signature for final 
enactment. The Rabbinical Coun- 
cil is now engaged in organising a 
campaign of opposition by urging 
American Jews to flood the offices 
of Senators with telegrams request- 
ing them to vote against the Bill, 


Presumably, the Council will testify 


against the Bill at the forthcoming 
hearings of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee and also approach 
‘individual Senators. 

All this is bound to cause a good 
deal of confusion in the minds of 
liberal-minded; pro-Jewish Senators 
who want to please the community, 
but are puzzled by its division on 
the issve. This . situation was 
evident among many members of 
the House of Representatives who 
could not understand the reasons 
for the division in Jewish ranks. 
The House was more than willing 


‘to further the Jewish point of ‘view 


and actually asked the Jewish 
leaders to write the “ Jewish 
amendment.” 

Agitation for a humane slaughter 
Bill has been going .on..for.several 
years. The first such Bill was intro- 
duced in May, 1955, and thereafter 
other Bills followed in both houses 
of Congress. All of these Bills 
required a ruling by the Secretary 
of Agriculture as to what methods 
of slaughter are humane and 
provided: that slaughterers must 
use only humane methods or face 
criminal penalties. No great pro- 
gress was made on any of these

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WHY DO JEWS 
KIPPERS? 


Reason Advanced 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In reply to Mr. Crosse, of 
Crosse and Blackwell Ltd., on why 
American Jews like kippers, in fag, 
week’s issue, I beg to state that 
American Jews took to kippers 
because they’ could not get British 
large herrings, herrings for pickling. 
or hardly any large matjes, which are 
called schmalzherrings by ‘Polish 


Jews, 
Kippers, herrings for pickling, 


schmaizherring, bucklings, and rojj- 
mops are all made from British 
herrings. All European Jews are 
great judges of miatjes (schmaly. 
herrings) and herrings for pickling, 
They are also great consumers of 
them. But since 1913 the export of 
British herrin has fallen from 
2,500,000 barrels of cured herrings— 
each barrel containing about 1.009 
herrings—to hardly 50,000 barrels 
which are mow exported. The 
United States hardly got any, and tha; 
is the main red§on why the Jews in 


America took 'to kippers. 


The. Soviets. signed contracts for. 
delivery but Britain could not fulfij 
them, so Russia is taking frozen 
British fish now and sends her own 
fishing fleet along the Shetland 
Islands. | 

Jews, among them my Uncle Gold- 
man, with the help of my father in 
Peterhead, started the exporting of 


herrings to Boston in the United 
States about 1900. and then: other 


Jews. took it up in New York and 
Philadelphia. . 
The first Lord Leverhulme sent. my 


—_ other uncle, Samuel Finkelstein. after 


the First World War-to New York 
to develop the. herring trade there. 
but the failure of British herring fish- 
ing brought this valuable trade to 
an end, and now the Jews there-are . 
satisfied even with kippers. 

It will be interesting to note how 
European Jews, among them 13 of 
my family, carried this food to the 
end of the earth. In 1913 my native 
town, Libau, imported over 600,000 
barrels and dispatched them to all 
corners ‘of the Russian Empire, and 
this was all carried out by Jewish 
importers. They reached Baku, in 
the Caucasus, and. Viadivostock, in 
the Far East. 7 3 

Readers will remember that Israel 
Zangwill mentions herrings his 
books, Bialik remembers the herrings * 
he ate in his grandfather's. house, and, 
of course, Sholem Aleichem and 
other Yiddish writers talk about this 
comestible, 

The Government has just appointed 
a committee to study the failure of 
the British herring industry. 

Mr. Crosse will remember that 
Crosse and Blackwell, when ‘they 
opened their factory in Peterhead, 
took over the staff of the: Scottish 
Russian Herring Co., where my 
father had a share in the Shetland 
branch. The principal owners were 
Falkenberg, a Jew from Vilna, and 
Dinesman, a: Jew-from Dvinsk. 

As for Italians they used the 
silver smoked Great Yarmouth 
herring, usually called red herrings 
or soldiers, and not being able to 
get them they also took to tinned 
kippers.

Bills during 1955 and 1956, except 


that the Senate passed a Bill which 
merely provided for study and 
research into improved methods of 
slaughter, a report to be submitted 
within two years. The House did 
not proceed with the Bill and 
nothing came of it. 

When the present 85th Congress. 
was convened in January, 1957, at 
least: eight humane slaughter Bills 
were introduced in the House and 
several in the Senate. In April, 


1957, the House Agriculture Com- 


mittee began hearings on these Bills. 


A delegation representing 22 of the 


principal Jewish national organisa- 
tions in the U.S.A. testified before 
the Committee and presented a 
very effective case setting out the 
Jewish point of view. The spokes- 
men were Rabbi Isaac Lewin, a 
Professor at Yeshiva University 
and a leader of the Orthodox rab- 
binate, and Mr. Leo Pfeffer, Chief 
Counsel to the American Jewish 
Congress. The 22 organisations in 
whose name they spoke included 
all Orthodox, Conservative, and 
Reform rabbinical and lay groups, 
as well as the American Jewish 
Congress, the Jewish War Veterans, 
the Jewish Labour Committee, the 
B'nai B'rith, the National Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Council 
(which in itself is a co-ordinating 
agency for a number of national 
Organisations and 36 local Jewish 
community. councils), and others. 


Method Explained 


The delegation opposed all pend- 
ing Bills on the ground that they 
“give a completely false impression 
of the Jewish kosher method of 
slaughtering animals and == may 
become the basis of restriction 
against one of the most. important 
precepts of the Jewish faith, thus 
endangering a primary civil liberty 
—freedom of religion.” It 
explained the method of shechita, 
cited Biblical and post-Biblical 
references, and quoted from many 
sources and experts who had testi- 
fied: to the humaneness- of shechita. 

The members of the committee 


found the Jewish argument con- . 


vincing and decided to rewrite the 


whole Bill, By June -a new Bill 


was prepared encompassing the 
most essential and acceptable. parts 
of the eight Bills, and a section was 
added to the effect that “ slaughter- 


jing in conformity with the practices 
and requirements of any established ° 
religious faith 


are hereby 
declared to be humane within the 
meaning of this act.” 
This amendment, however, was 
not acceptable to the Jewish groups, 
They wanted.the Jewish religion to 
be mentioned specifically and 


shechita to be recognised specifi-. 


cally as humane. The. Orthodox 


groups, at this point, indicated 
that they were opposed to any 
humane slaughter. Bill or any 


amendment applying to shechita 
because they regarded any change 


‘in the status quo as a_ possible 


threat to shechita. At. best, they 
were willing to agree to a Bill call- 
ing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to study the matter over the 
next few years—but no definitive 


action now, 


New Amendment 


_ The revised Bill, now known as 
H.R. 8308, was approved by the 
House Agriculture Committee on 
July 9, 1957, and placed on the 
House calendar for action. Con- 
gress was adjourned a few weeks 
later, and action was deferred until 
the 1958 session. In the interim 
Congressional leaders who were 
anxious to pass the Bill in the 
current session consulted Jewish 
leaders about a more accept- 
able amendment. As stated above, 
they gave the Jewish leaders carte 
blanche to write an amendment 


satisfactory to the American Jewish 


community and a promise to leave 
that amendment intact. 

A new amendment was drawn 
up through the co-operation of the 
Jewish Congressman Abraham J. 
Multer, Mr. Pfeffer, of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, and others. 
It was agreed to immediately by 
the leadership of Congress, and it 
was decided that it be introduced 
by Congressman Victor L. Anfuso, 
a non-Jew and the only member of 
the Agriculture Committee from 
New York, The new amendment 
recognises two methods of 
slaughtering as humane: one, 
where the animal is “rendered 
insensible to pain by a single blow 


or gunshot or an_ electrical, 


chemical, or other means that is 
rapid and effective, before being 
shackled, hoisted, thrown, cast, or 
cut”; the other, shechita. 

As for shechita, the amendment 
States that slaughtering is humane 
if jt is “in accordance with the 
ritual requirements of the Jewish 
faith or any other religious faith 
that prescribes a method of 
slaughter whereby the animal 
suffers loss of cénsciousness .by 


anemia of the brain caused by the 


simultaneous and instantaneous 


severence of the carotid arteries 


with a sharp instrument.” 

To make doubly sure that the 
constitutional rights of religious 
freedom are not violated, Congress- 
man Anfuso added a new section 
at the end of the Bill which states : 
“ Nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit, abridge, or in 
any way hinder the religious free- 
dom of any person or group to 
Slaughter and prepare for the 
slaughter of livestock in conformity 
with. the practices and require- 
ments of his religion.” pins 


Proposal Accepted 


~ Thus, the amendment was con- 
siderably strengthened by _ the

Jewish groups and organisations, 
except the Orthodox. During the 
debate in the -House, only one 
dissenting voice was heard, that of 
the Jewish Congressman Leonard 
Farbstein, who

dox Rabbis, describing itself as 
“the highest rabbinical authority 
in the United States ” and*stressing 
its opposition to the Bill in. the 
following words: 

“From the historical viewpoint 


American Jewish community. has 


cause for .deep concern. over 
such legislation, for experience 
demonstrates that it leads in time 
to agitation against shechita itself. 
Moreover, except. shechita, the 
methods prescribed in the Bill as 
humane are highly dubious. This 
demonstrates that further study 
and research are necessary before 
any legislation is proposed.” 

~The Bill was nevertheless 
approved by acclamation and. sent 
on to the Senate. - The. “ Jewish 
amendment” remained 
written by the Jewish organisations. 
Shortly after approval of: the- Bill 
the Rabbinical Council of America 
issued a. statement protesting 
against. the Jewish organisations 
which withdrew their opposition. to 


the Bill, arguing that by their action . 


they had endangered the future of 
shechita. But . Jewish’ groups 
favouring the Bill. maintain that 
the “Jewish amendment” is a 
strong assurance for shechita.

There is no relative or friend 
to look after three small children. at 
home. Our. help. cares: for the 

idren during. the day and prepares 
the meals until the father returns in. 
the evening.” 


| Qualified Nurses 


Mr. Mollér’s organisation employs 
a fully paid full-time staff of 32 
motherly women,. Six of them. are 
State registered ntirses 

Since the start of the “ Friends” 
nine years ago 6,000 cases have been 
tended by these women, night and day.

The Wisdom of the Living Religions. 
By JosErn GAER. Skeffington,

Righteousness, of course, is not the 


monopoly of any one religion. That - 
pregnant text from Malachi, “ Have 


we not all one Father ? Hath not one 


God created us ?” reminds us of our 


common origin and relationship and 
therefore the appropriateness of cer- 
tain common ethical and moral values, 
This can be recognised without the 
false assumption that religious dis- 
tinctiveness does not matter or that 
inter-religious synthesis is desirable. 

Firm conviction of the truth of the 
religton with which we are identified 
should enable us without fear to 
appreciate estimable qualities in other 
religions. Thus, Christians ought 
acknowledge the Judaic 
sources of much of their own moral 


teaching, including the exhortation, 


“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself,” and the assurance, “The 
meek shall inherit the earth.’ © But 


Jews and Christians alike should 
rejoice. that Buddhism _ teaches: 


“ Hatred is not diminished by hatred 
at any time. Hatred jis diminished by 
love” ; and that Hinduism declares: 
“ True religion is. to love, as God has 
loved them, all things, whether great 
or small.” Differences of emphasis, 
nuance, scope, and meaning: in the 
moral teaching of one religion com- 
pared with another, do. not affect 
affinity between those quotations and 
much else, at least concerning obliga 
tions to our common humanity and 
encouragement of noble character. 
Common Principles 
Religious distinctiveftess is of pro- 
found importance, formulated as 
religions have been through historical 
circumstances and communal spiritual 
experience and registered in scriptures, 
Frontiers of 
great. world-religions. are necessarily 
as. definite and definitive as those 
between sovereign national States. 


Nevertheless, we can learn. a different 


tongue without dispensing with our 
native, language, appreciate cultural 
features in other lands without dis- 
loyalty to our own land, and engage 
in commerce and intercourse in respect 
of mutual needs to our mutual 
advantage. In these days we are

striving to uphold the United Nations 
and implement world principles of 
good order, fraternity, co-operation, 
and peace. We do so as nations and 
not by eliminating nationhood. Can 
religions do less than secular Powers ? 

Mr. Joseph Gaer in his “ The 
Wisdom of 
gives evidence that, as with our basic 
bodily and mental needs, so with our 
souls, there js diversity but also some 
similarity within al] the means by 
which we secure spiritual. sustenance. 


From ten religions he has gathered — 


selections of “ sayings, parables, and 
maxims found in the world's Sacred 
Books.” He has done so carefully 
and representatively, although the 
selections may suffer through detach- 
ment from their context. However, 
many precious sentences have an 
intrinsic worth like a jewel. 

To each chapter devoted to a par- 
ticular religion he gives, sensitively 


and objectively, a brief descriptive 
preface. 


| In addition to the customary 
index he also supplies a .“ Topical 
Index,” thus enabling the reader to 


See at a glance on several. specific 


subjects. where to find the relevant. 
quotations from each of the religions. 


Moral Teachings 


. There are obvious dangers in any 
attempt to draw conclusions from the 
number of references. under cach 
Yet, while making 
every allowance. for the fallibility of 
such a Criterion it is interesting to note 


that Judaism shows more references | 


than Hinduism or Baddhism to the 
virtues of justice, law, righteousness, 
friendship, and love, but that. these 
religions predominate 
Judaism in references to self-control, 
meditation, and serenity.. This. does 
not mean that other virtues are 
ignored, but that the priorities appear 
to be different. 

Whatever may be thought of this, 
Mr, Gaer has made an anthology 
available for those who, because. they 
cherish their own faith, are able also 
to honour the wisdom and moral 
insights of other “inhabitants of the 
earth.” Surely there is gladness when 
these words from Psalm cvi can have 
a general, as well as a_ particular, 
application: “ Blessed are they that 
keep judgment, and he that: doeth 
righteousness. at all times.” — If <so, 
then this book will be treasured.

The stage is now peopled 
with bankers, Cabinet Ministers, high 
legal dignitaries—some of them 
Jewish by birth even though not by 
practice, Intermarriage is tolerated 
if not .welcomed, and the half-petulant 
quip “| wish the Jews would stop 
being news” falls bleakly on the ear 
as the cry of the near-assimilationist. 


Parental Control 


“The Central Character, Charles, “son 
of the wealthy Leonard Marsh, is 
obsessed by the bitterness of having 
been born a Jew—although it is hard 
to see what disabilities he has had to 


> guffer. He complains of being treated 
differently,” 


but any  diflerence 
between his way of life and that of 
his non-Jewish friends is not readily 
apparent.

The new picture at the Empire, 
Leicester Square. W.C., Dunkirk, is 
an epic one. There are no false heroics 
about the action; it is a_ plain, 
unvarnished story about the evacua- 
tion of some three hundred thousand 
of our men by ships of all shapes and 
sizes from the Dunkirk beaches after 
the Nazi juggernaut broke into France 
in 1940. he personal action is 
centred on John Millis, a corporal 
in charge of a platoon who are 


groping their way to the coast. The°* 


picture's action 1s confused; we are 
not told the causes of the débacle nor 
the reason for the Nazis’ failure to 
finish off swiftly and completely what 
were simply unarmed sitting ducks. 
Sir Michael Balcon produced this 
Ealing film for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
presentation. As a fellow-critic has 
said, Sir Michael is a patriot who 
throughout the war made pictures that 
heartened the nation’s morale while 
others had scuttled from the country. 
Sir Michael has given us a true 


picture of the wearisome uncertainty, 


the grim hazards, and the unselfish 
courage of the evacuation from. the 
bomb-spattered beaches. ft is here, 
at the climax, that we are inspired. by 
the noble cameraderie of all concerned 
at the most critical of all times. Sir 


Michael is at pajns to show us that 


Britons of all sorts did their rightful 


share. He does not forget his own 
people, who, too. were there. A

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TRENDS IN HEBREW 
LITERATURE 


Developments in Israel 
By Jewish Chronicle Reporters 


The developments in Hebrew litera- 
ture since the establishment of the 
State of Israel were described by Mr. 
Moshe Shamir, the Israeli novelist, in 
a Hebrew talk at Woburn House last 


week. 

Mr. R. Amir, the. Israeli Consul, 
presided at the meeting, which was 
sponsored by the Jewish Agency 
Department for Education and Cul- 
ture, together with the Brith Ivrith 
Olamith, 

Much important work had been 
done during this period in assembling 
the great Hebrew literary treasures in 
many. fields. New editions of the 
Mishna and the Zohar had appeared, 


and various encyclopedias compiled, 


Dealing with the younger genera- 
tion of writers, he pomted out that 
the principal depicted in. their 
novels had ceased to belong to the 
ranks of the younger type of sabra. 
“There is no today. without a 
vesterday, amd no continuation with- 
out a beginning,” and, therefore, said 
My. Shamir, the historical novel dating 
to the earliest period of the Jewish 
people's existence played an important 
role in the literature of Israel today. 


New Problems 


Speaking to. the’ Tarbut. La’am 
Group last week, Mr. Shamir said 
that beginning with Bialik, whose 
nower. had almost broken 
down under the impact of. settling 
in Palestine, all. those. Hebrew 
writers who emigrated to the country,. 
had undérgone. a intellectual 
metamorphosis, All of them, including 
Brenner, Fichman, and Shimoni, were 
unable to ferget the Diaspora and 
kept telling the story of the newcomer 
who could not adjust himself to. the 
country of choice.

Facilities Refused

He seemed familiar with the subject 
and was ready with the official reply 
to chargés of anti-Jewish discrimina- 
tion in his country. 

“IT have read Professor Levy’s 
book, and having also listened to the 
discussion I have now. discovered 
that there is a Jewish problem in the 
Soviet. Union,” he said sarcastically. 
* This is a great distortion, for Jews 
in the U.S.S.R. have exactly the same 
rights and diutjes as have the other 
sixty nationalities, and antisemitism, 
hke any. other chauvinistic propa- 
ganda, is punishable by death.

Mr. B, Cousin, the Hon. Secretary, 
read the letter from the United Syna- 
gogue, signed by Mr. J. Nunes Vaz, 
accountant, which stated that the 
Treasurers had reconsidered the mat- 
ter and saw no grounds for altering 
their previous decision.

upon the rank-and-file members of the 
United Synagogue.

Sir John began his address by ‘pay- 
ing a tribute to the A.J.Y. and. their 
President, Mr. Mishcon,: who had 
been, he said, of enormous help to 
him in the work of the Committee on 
Homosexual Offences and Prostitu- 
tion, He then spoke on the general 
problems of the relationship between 
the adult community and its youth. 

While he admitted that’ there was a 
good deal of uneasiness about the way 
some young people behaved today and 
increasing dismay about juvenile 
delinquency, Sir John said that the 
communit¥ must not lose a sense of 
proportion, but recognise that the 
unpleasant youngsters were only a 
minority among a generation who had 
a greater spirit of independence than 
had their counterpart in the past.

You all know that a boy becomes | 


Barmitzvah on the day after he has 
~ completed his twelfth year. To mark 
the important. occasion he is. then 
entitled to be called up to the reading 
the Torah. He. usually. reads. a 
portion of the Sidra. often 
intones the ‘Haftara as well. | This 


means, of course, that the boy studies 


Judaism and learns Torah. 

He is now an adult, according to 
Jewish law, and accepts responsibili- 
ties. -His teacher usually shows 
what is required of a Jewish youth, 
in addition to giving instruction in 
reading the Law. All Jewish cere- 
monies are imbedded as part of 
family life and so it is. only natural 
that after’ the shool ceremony. the 
_family should go home and celebrate 
the great. day in. joy and dignity. 


A Notable Number 


Thirteen. has always been a notable 
number in Jewish -history.. There 
are 13. attributes. of God's 
ness. You will find them on p. 144 
of the Singer’s Prayer Book and also 
in Exodus xxxvi, 6.. These 13 Divine 
aitrrbutes: describe the goodness and 
mercy. of God towards: man in his 
various moods, We declare that. He is 
the only being whom we. can address 
in our pravers.and we know that God, 


being merciful, -will listen to our’ 
supplications. 
Maimonides formulated the 


Thirteen Principles of Faith (page 89) 
which. are briefly included in. the 
verses of He Was a 
great religious philosopher and. taught 
in. his. Commentary .on the Mishna.- 


13 principles. ef faith which found. 


general acceptance among the Jews. 
Briefly they.-may be divided into 
three groups: the existence of God, 
Revelation of the Torah, and Reward 
and. Punishment. . 

Moses is thought to have made 13 
copies of the Torah, one for each 
tribe atid an additional one to place 
in the Ark. Solomon became king, 
on the death of his father, David, at 
the- age of 13. - (You will remember 
how he asked God to help him; as 


good- 


you, too. 


he was so young, and desired wisdom 
above all things.) 

Why do we spend so much time on 
the study of the Torah? One very 
wise man, Rabbi Chonan of Zepora, 
said: “The study of the Law may 
be compared to a huge heap of dust 
that is to be cleared away. The 
foolish man says: {ft is impossible 
that I should be able to remove this 
immense heap. I will not attempt ity 
But the wise man says:° will 
remove a little today. some 
tomorrow, and more the day. after, 


and thus in time | shall have removed. 


it all.” It is the same with studying 
the Law. Some pupils will say: “ft 
is impossible for me. to study the 
Bible. . Just think of it, 50 chapters 
in Genesis, 66 in. Isaiah, and. 150 
Psaims. I cannot do it.’ 


I shall acquire the whole.” I hope 


this answers your question, Michael. 


Another very interesting question 
was put to me by Lionel, who will 
shortly become Barmitzvah and wants 


to. know what books he should read 
So as to get a good Jewish outlook on 


life. I think | can give him some 
ideas.

By this decision, the court rejected 
a demand by a victim of Nazism who 
had been imprisoned at Sachsen- 


hausen and Dachau during the war 


and settled in the Federal Republic 
after the war. He had claimed 
6,000 marks (about £500) in imme- 
diate aid, which is granted to all 
former concentration camp inmates 
who returned tc live in Germany after 
the war, provided they had been 
deported from German _ territory 
during the Nazi régime. |
